Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues primarily that the Morris and 
Dubrul patents, whether taken alone or in combination, do not teach or suggest the all elements claimed in the present application. 
Applicant argues specifically that Morris fails to teach or suggest the sleeve is "intrinsically stable in an empty state to maintain the existing 
tissue passage and being separable over the entire length and thickness along at least one line upon insertion of the dilation pin into the 
tubular guide sleeve," and further argues that Dubrul fails to teach or suggest these limitations that Morris lacks. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. As stated in the previous office action, the sleeve (61) disclosed by Morris is intrinsically stable in an empty state to maintain 
the existing tissue passage (column 5, lines 23-26). To further clarify, applicant may refer to Figure 17 as well. As stated by the applicant, 
Dubrul teaches a sheath, or tubular guide sleeve (30), having an inside diameter corresponding to the diameter of an expansion member, 
or dilation pin (12), such that the sleeve (30) splits upon insertion, or is separable over the entire length and thickness along at least one 
line upon insertion of the dilation pin into the tubular guide sleeve. Therefore, Morris and Dubrul in combination do teach and suggest the 
subject matter recited in Applicant's independent claims 12 and 22, and thus claims 13-21 which depend directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 12 also incorporate all the limitations of independent claim 12 .
